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Tottenham get go-ahead for their £400m stadium

TOTTENHAM is set to undergo its most 
sweeping transformation in living memory 
after the green light was given to Spurs’ 
£400million plans for a new stadium. 

After three years of planning and £10million 
being pumped into the project so far, the club’s 
ambitious project to create a new 56,000-capacity 
stadium adjacent to its existing one in White Hart 
Lane was given the go-ahead by Haringey Council 
on Thursday evening. 

The designs for a hotel, shops, restaurants and two 
new public squares represent the creation of hun¬ 
dreds of potential jobs and a complete overhaul of

north Tottenham - which has one of the highest 
unemployment rates in London and 19,000 
households on the social housing waiting list. 

But the news was tempered by the announce¬ 
ment, the following day, of Spurs’ surprise bid 
to move into the new Olympic stadium after 
2012. Tottenham MP David Lammy angrily 
retorted that Tottenham fans would “never for¬ 
give Spurs” if they walked out of White Hart 
Lane, though chairman Daniel Levy insisted he 
was simply considering all the options. 

Speaking after the plan was unanimously 
approved by members of the council’s planning 
committee, council leader Claire Kober said she 
was “excited” about the future. 

“The Spurs development has the potential to 
make a huge impact, not just on the success of 
the football club, but also on the whole of Tot¬ 
tenham - delivering job opportunities, regener¬ 
ating the area and boosting the local economy,” 
she said. “We’re proud of Spurs’ rich history in 
Haringey and excited that the club has commit¬ 
ted its future to the area.” 

The committee approved the application with 
a number of conditions in place to resolve prob¬ 
lems with transport, security and access during 
building works. 

Among the speakers on the night was Burk

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Gravis, from Haringey Sports Development 
Trust, who works with more than 18,000 
young people in the borough each year offering 
them sport as an alternative to gang life and 
crime. He said: “When I first set this up, I was 
operating out of my living room but now we can 
give local young people a fantastic opportunity 
to take part in sport. Having Spurs on board has 
been vital - their reputation is immense. 

“I’m an Arsenal season ticket-holder but this 
is about what’s good for Haringey. With Spurs, 
so much more can be done. Without Spurs, so 
much less will be achieved.” 

The football club was also described as 
“lifeblood” to local businesses by Nicky Price, 
vice-chairman of Tottenham Traders’ Associa¬ 
tion. He told the meeting: “I ran a business in 
Tottenham for 11 years and, without the club, I 
wouldn’t have had a trade. 

“This plan gives incredible economic benefit 
to the area - it will act as a catalyst. This will 
lead to more jobs, more business opportunities 
and more people using local shops and services. 
I strongly believe this development will bring 
vibrancy and life to the area. 

“It will stop north Tottenham being a drive- 
through to other destinations but somewhere 
where people will stop, seven days a week.” 

But not everyone was behind the plan. 

Reverend Luke Miller, parish priest at St 
Mary’s Church in Lansdowne Road, said he was 
not convinced the project’s benefits would be 
“truly shared”. He said: “I was very pleased 
with the club’s decision to stay in Tottenham. 

“I’ve lived half of my life within a few yards 
of the stadium and my children are keen

People magazine 
cut back to six 
issues per year 


TOUGH economic times have persuaded 
Haringey Council to cut its “political propa¬ 
ganda” magazine from ten to six editions in 
order to save £188,000. 

Haringey People will now only come out 
bi-monthly after council chiefs decided to 
“look carefully” at all areas of expenditure. 

The Advertiser revealed earlier this year 
how a quarter of a million pounds of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money was being spent each year on 
putting out the glossy magazine which 
opposition Liberal Democrat politicians 
branded “a political rag”. 

The council had been shelling out a total 
of £255,000 each year to produce the 
magazine which is filled with staged 
photographs, adverts for council services 
and events and posted through every letter¬ 
box in the borough. 

Council leader Claire Kober said: “Coun¬ 
cils are facing the toughest time for decades 
following deep government cuts. It has meant 
Haringey looking closely at all areas of expen¬ 
diture. Haringey People is one such area. 

“Following careful consideration we have 
decided to reduce from ten to six the number 
of editions per year and cease production of 
the local pages. This will save the council 
£76,000 this year and £112,000 going for¬ 
ward in publishing costs.” 

Haringey Liberal Democrat resources 



spokesman Matt Davies said the decision 
was “long overdue”. “This announcement is 
a welcome step in the current financial situ¬ 
ation. But the council could and should go 
further in cutting back the money they spent 
on trying to promote Haringey Labour and 
get their priorities right - spending taxpay¬ 
ers’ money where it is needed most. 

“The real question is: will any Haringey 
residents even notice that Haringey People is 
being cut back?”

□ Continued from front 
supporters. But we need to 
ensure the benefits that will 
come from this are truly 
shared. Local people should 
be granted interviews for the 
jobs and there needs to be 
real, continuing dialogue. 

“It is not over when the 
consultation is finished. 

“My concern is that this 
regeneration, which has been 
talked about in great and 
wonderful terms, boils down 
to a whole load of new roads 
and a bit of a suggestion of 
something that helps us 
around the edges. I don’t 
think that’s good enough.” 

Lifelong Tottenham resident 
Jason Hoyte, who works for 
an environmental consultancy 
firm, warned the area might 
not deal with the influx of 
supporters and predicted 
the stadium would become 
Tottenham’s “white elephant”. 

Another resident, mother- 


of-two Gemma, who lives 
right next to the proposed 
supermarket, said it was “far 
too close” to her home. She 
said: “I would like you to 
consider us. 24-hour open¬ 
ing? I don’t know about that. 

“The building is too 
imposing. How many of you 
would like a building like that 
right outside your home?” 

But Paul Philips, project 
director at Spurs, said 
reservations had been taken 
on board. He said: “More 
than 350 letters of support 
have been received because 
we have a scheme which is 
the right one for the site 
and provides long-lasting 
regeneration for the area. 

“There will be new jobs and 
increased spend in the area, 
not just on match days. 

“This is not a 30-day-a- 
year project. The club and 
community will make it 
vibrant 365-days a year.”

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Daughter’s fury as North Mid Hospital pays out after ‘blunders’ led to death

A FAMILY has won out-of-court 
damages and an apology from North 
Middlesex University Hospital after a 
health watchdog concluded that “cata¬ 
strophic blunders” by staff led to the 
death of their elderly mother. 

A damning report by the Healthcare 
Commission found that 65-year-old 
Efthymia Yerolemou, from Palmers 
Green, had received inept medical 
treatment over the three months 
before she died from multiple organ 
failure and septicaemia in May, 2008. 
Her three children made a formal 
complaint to the hospital, in Sterling 
Way, Edmonton, following her death 
but say their concerns were dismissed 
“out of hand”. 

The hospital finally admitted that if 
investigations into Mrs Yerolemou’s 
condition had been carried out more 
quickly, she may not have died. 

Doctors recommended she be dis¬ 
charged just three days after admis¬ 
sion despite not knowing what was 
wrong with her, and despite her condi¬ 
tion having worsened since admission. 

Her youngest daughter, who asked 
to be named simply as Ms A 
Yerolemou, told the Advertiser that 
the past few years had been a “night¬ 
mare” for her family. She said: “My 
brother, sister and I were with her at 
every visit throughout both admis¬ 
sions and, despite our questioning the 
lack of treatment, our concerns were 
ignored. It’s been a disgrace and for 
the hospital to dismiss our complaint 
out of hand and treat us like it did has 
been unforgivable. 

“People die who shouldn’t and our 
mum died a horrible, painful death 
devoid of any shred of dignity. This 
should not be happening, yet it seems 
they never learn the lessons of their 
previous mistakes. 



“I just pray no one else ever has to 
go through this awful experience, but 
I have no confidence in this hospital’s 
administration being able to act.” 

The Healthcare Commission found 
that the ward rounds carried out were 
inadequate and that a senior doctor 
only saw patients once a week. 
Reviews by junior staff of patients’ 
progress were not recorded. 

North Mid chiefs also agreed with 


the Healthcare Commission that its 
practice of having no medical staff to 
carry out medical reviews of patients 
during bank holidays or at weekends 
was wrong and should not continue. 

The hospital has now agreed to pay 
damages to the family and to fund a 
headstone for Mrs Yerolemou’s grave. 

The family’s solicitor, Michael 
Turner of Scott-Moncrieff Harbour 
and Sinclair Solicitors, said the case 


had revealed “systematic failure” on 
the part of the hospital. 

He said: “The letter of claim that I 
wrote identified more than 20 pages 
of negligent errors on the part of the 
hospital. It was a classic case of no 
one knowing what anyone else was 
doing. There was no leadership of any 
description with, as far as I could see, 
junior doctors left to their own devices 
and at times no effective medical 


cover at all. The result was that a 
patient died in great pain completely 
unnecessarily.” 

A spokeswoman for North Mid¬ 
dlesex University Hospital NHS Trust 
said: “We have apologised to the fam¬ 
ily and fully accept the findings of the 
Healthcare Commission. 

“The Trust is working hard to 
improve the quality of its healthcare 
services and will continue to do so.”

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Reaching 
out to save 
others’ lives

A WOMAN who survived bowel cancer after a 
meeting at Hornsey town hall persuaded her to 
get checked has spoken out about her experience 
in a bid to help others. 

Mother-of-one Lloyda Fanuse, a former theol¬ 
ogy lecturer from Hornsey, is now in remission 
for bowel cancer after successfully battling the 
disease in 2008. Bowel cancer is the second most 
common cause of cancer deaths in the UK but 
also one of the most curable if caught early. 
Lloyda’s tumour was caught when she went to see 
her doctor after an awareness event at the town 
hall alerted her to the common symptoms. 

“It was an eye-opener for us all,” she said. 

“I didn’t even know what it was when I went to 
that first meeting. I went to see my GP and was 
transferred straight away. The cancer was in the 
middle stages and if I had left it any longer it 
would have been too late. I will never forget the 
day on January 17 when I was at the hospital, a 
bit hazy because I had been on some drugs, and I 
heard my husband asking the consultant: ‘so is it 
cancer?’ and he answered that it was.” 

A free home-screening kit is sent to people 
aged 60-69 every two years but current uptake 
rates of the kits in Haringey are far below the 
national average, with only about 40 per cent of 
people actually completing the test. 

The North London Cancer Network is running 


a new campaign to get people more clued up 
about bowel cancer and held an awareness-rais¬ 
ing event at the Haringey Irish Centre in Pretoria 
Road, Tottenham, last Thursday. 

Dr Clare Stephens, a GP who is behind the 
campaign, said: “Some people find bowel cancer 
an embarrassing and sensitive topic, and we think 
this is why people are not taking up the test. But 
bowel cancer can affect anyone which is why it’s 
so important that everyone completes the test kit 
they receive in the post.” 

“I understand that people are scared of cancer, 
I was,” added Lloyda. “But the test will not cost 
you anything. You need to know what’s happen¬ 
ing in your body - so just give it a go.”

Hunt for teen’s 
killer - ten years 
on from stabbing 


DETECTIVES have appealed for witnesses of 
the murder of a 16-year-old football fan in Fins¬ 
bury Park ten years ago to get in touch. 

Tangor Gokkusu was stabbed to death on Octo¬ 
ber 3, 2000, after being confronted by a group of 
youths as he returned home. At about 5.40pm 
that day, he got off a southbound route 141 bus at 
the junction of Green Lanes and Brownswood 
Road to find a gang of youths who officers 
believe followed him off the bus. After a brief 
argument, one of the group stepped forward and 
stabbed Tangor in the neck before they all fled. 
They are thought to be of Turkish appearance. 

Tangor managed to stagger a short distance 
across the road where he collapsed on the pave¬ 
ment. He was taken to Homerton Hospital but 
died from his injuries four days later. 

Tangor lived with his aunt in Heron Drive, 
Finsbury Park, and was an avid football sup¬ 
porter and player. On the evening of the murder 
he was wearing a distinctive red and black 
Galatasaray club jacket and black trousers. 

No motive has been established. Seven people 
had been arrested but all were released without 
charge. Detective Chief Inspector Simon Mor- 
ing, of the Homicide and Specialist Crime Com¬ 
mand, said: “It is now ten years since that fateful 
day when Tangor lost his life so needlessly, and 
I believe there are still people in the local 



community who know who is responsible. “I am 
hoping the passage of time will have seen 
changes in group affiliations and that someone 
will do the right thing and come forward to 
enable justice for Tangor’s family.”

The book was always a bit too

have no idea who they are - are 
jailed or desert him. All the while it’s 
accompanied by a random mish¬ 
mash of wonky camera-work as 
Marks gets stoned again and the 
director again forgets to tell us a 
genuinely interesting life story. 

Marks’ many years in prison seem 
no time at all, his many failed rela¬ 
tionships ignored - seemingly for 
the sake of keeping Chloe Sevigny

SOFTLY, softly, a lot of noise has 
started to come out of this small 
Highgate hideaway. 

The barnstorming Buddy - the 
Buddy Holly Story, High Society 
earlier in the year, and now this 
foray into 1920s glamour with a 
post-modern twist. Both take the 
simple formula of high production 
values plus excellent casts to equal 
theatrical gold. London, take note! 

What’s even more impressive 
with its latest is that I emerged on 
the same kind of exuberant high as 
the other two which had the 
advantage of being stuffed full of 
tried-and-tested hits. The Drowsy 
Chaperone, on the other hand, is 
virtually a new musical having had 
a brief run in the West End three 
years ago. It’s guaranteed you 
won’t know any of its songs though 
you will be swept away by its joie 
de vivre overseen by Upstairs’ ris¬ 
ing star, director Racky Plews. 

It’s a clever idea: a modern musi¬ 
cal theatre nut called simply Man 
In Chair (likeable Matthew Lloyd 


Davies) is trying to conquer his 
“non specific sadness” by listening 
to one of his favourite albums - a 
recording of the fictional 1920s set 
The Drowsy Chaperone. Suddenly, 
through his fridge, the characters 
emerge to perform their lightweight 
tale, interrupted by Man at various 
intervals who stops the record to 
comment on the action and pro¬ 
vide potted histories of the actors. 

So - crucial for these cash- 


strapped times - we get two 
shows for the price of one or, as 
the publicity material says, “A 
musical within a comedy”. All 
would fall apart, however, were it 
not performed with such elan with 
a top-notch cast led by Siobhan 
McCarthy as a wonderfully soused 
Chaperone and Michael Howe as 
an utterly ridiculous Italian lothario 
called Aldolpho.

VILLA HIT BY 
VAART ATTACK

TOTTENHAM boss Harry Redknapp 
hailed Rafael van der Vaart after the 
Dutch maestro turned in another impres¬ 
sive performance to score twice in a 2-1 
win over Aston Villa at White Hart Lane 
on Saturday. 

Spurs - forced to pair Tom 
Huddlestone with Sebastien Bassong in 
the centre of defence after Ledley King 
failed a late fitness test - recovered from 
going behind early courtesy of Marc 
Albrigton’s close-range strike as van der 
Vaart took centre stage once more. 

The Dutchman has made an explosive 
start to his Spurs career, and has scored 
three goals in the Premier League and 
Champions League in the past week. 

Signing for £8million from Real 
Madrid in the summer, the 27-year-old is 
already fast-establishing himself as a 
firm favourite in N17, and Redknapp was 
full of praise for the midfielder, even if 
his inclusion affects the balance of the 
side. 


“He’s good for us, but I can’t lie, it 
makes balancing the team difficult,” the 
manager said. 

“He’s never going to stay wide when 
you play him there. In the end he only 
comes inside and plays where he wants 
to play. 

“It causes problems because if you play 
two up front and Rafa behind [instead], 
what do you do with Gareth Bale? Benoit 
Assou-Ekotto has been fantastic at left 
back so where would you put Bale? 

“But when you have a special player 
you have to work at finding a way of get¬ 
ting the best out of him and finding a way 
that suits him. I wouldn’t change him.” 

Spurs striker Peter Crouch was also 
quick to laud the instant impact created 
by van der Vaart. 

“It’s fantastic playing with him,” he 
said. “He’s a top-class player and playing 
with someone like that seems to make my 
job easier. 

“In training we’ve struck up quite a 
good partnership, and the fans love him 
here already.” 



HARINGEY BOROUGH were dumped out 
of the FA Vase at the first hurdle on 
Saturday after they slipped to a 3-1 defeat 
at home to high-flying Spartan Premier 
Division rivals Tring Athletic. 

A good move down the left saw Matt 
Myatt swing in a great cross where Vinnie 
Iannone was on hand to head past Borough 
keeper Greg Thurstans after just nine 
minutes. 

A similar cross from Nick Jackson 
minutes later nearly picked out Iannone 
again, but both defences dominated with 
chances limited in the remainder of the half. 

Borough’s best opportunities fell to Daniel 
Ailey who headed two fine crosses wide, the 
first from Demitri Stratis and the second 
from Jamie Brandon. 

Brandon also tried his luck with a fiercely 
struck free kick which keeper Mike 
Underwood did well to hold, and right on 
half time Borough skipper Nick Nicou 
headed a corner across the face of goal. 

But Tring doubled their lead shortly after 
the restart when Andy Mullins headed 
home Jackson’s corner. 

Two minutes later home keeper Greg 
Thurstans produced a fine save from Tony 
Field’s deflected shot to keep his side in the 
game, but the hosts were gifted a way back 
when Myatt managed to head the ball into 
his own net. 

Buoyed by the goal Borough piled 
forward, with sub Liam Farrell forcing 
Underwood into two good saves, but the 
visitors sealed the win in the 82nd minute 
when Jackson slotted home the rebound 
after Thurstans had denied Mullins.
